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INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF PRISON 
LIFE— A PRISONER BUT NOT A 
CRIMINAL. 


Salt Lake City, July 1 1879. 
Elder J. Nicholson. 

’ Dear Brother,—I am once again in 
Utah, though still a prisoner, but 
being so near home is next thing to 
liberty. I understand from my folks 
that you wrote me a letter which they 
forwarded to Lincoln, but I did not 
receive it, probably you also wrote 
me one directed there, but if you did 
it did not reach me before I left. The 
proper officer will probably forward it 
to me here. | 

Perhaps you would like to know a 
little of my life at the Nebraska State 
Penitentiary. Well, on week days 
we were aroused at half-past five, 
when we washed, made our beds, etc. 
At six the cells were unlocked, and, 
on a given signal, we marched out, 
each man ag yy his right hand on 
the shoulder of the man in front of 
him, closing up as near as possible 
and keeping his eyes to the left. In 
this way we marched round to the 
table on which the food was placed, 
each man taking what bread he need- 
ri and a tin mug containing coffee. 

were then locked in their cells and 
counted, as all meals 
the cells. At seven we marched out 
as before, and went to work until 
noon. The branches of work carried 
on in the prison, under contractors, 
are tailoring, shoe- 
making, stocking-knitting, stone-cut- 
ting, cigar-making, and a_ laundry.

At noon the 
men are marched as before to dinner, 
and at one return to work.

With regard to my personal 
treatment I will say that I never had 
a word of derision or contempt offered 
to me from anyone, t or small, 
from the time I left Utah to the time 
I returned. Of course I had torigidly 
observe all the rules of the prison. I 
was not different in that respect to 
any other prisoner. It was none of 
the business of the officers to make 
distinctions. But when by themse’ves, 
when it so happened I had to be in 
their presence, they spoke kindly and 
sympathetically to me. One gentle- 
man, as I left the prison, told ma that. 
though I had been a prisoner is their 
charge there was none of them that. 
could regard me as a ccriminal. There 
was one man that was very sorry to 
have me leave. It was the boss of 
the knitting shop. I had straightened 
his books to the very momat I left. 
I closed them in single entry, opened 
them in double entry, and give him a 
balance sheet, right up to tle evening © 
before I was called out.

ANOTHER AGAINST THE! SAINTS. 


On Monday, August 11th, the following remarkable intelligence flashed 
across the wires, from the other side of the Atlantic : 


A Times telegram, dated Philadelphia, August 10th, says:—The U. 8. 
Government, by to-day’s mail, sends a letter, approved yesterday by the Cabinet, | 
to its Ministers in England, Germany, Norway, Sweden and Denmark, pro- 
testing inst further Mormon emigration to this country. The letter 
declares that bigamy in any part of the United States is a crime, and that the 
Mormons destined for Utah go there with the avowed purpose of violating 
the law. The letter recites the laws on the subject, with convictions there- 
. under, and declares the Government’s intention to prosecute everyone in 
Utah against whom evidence is obtainable of violating any law in this respect. 
The letter further instructs the Ministers to lay a copy before the Govern- 
ments to whom they are severally accredited, and to represent, in the most 
friendly manner, that it would be an act of justice to their subjects—especi- 
ally the female portion—to endeavor to dissuade them from yielding to the 
inducements presented by Mormon missionaries to settle in Utah, and that 
as these Mormons come to the United States with criminal intent, this Gov-— 
ernment would deem it friendly on the part of those Governments to regard 
the movement in this light, and act conformably. The Ministers are, more- 
over, desired to instruct the United States Consuls to aid them in procuring 
information for transmission to Washington as to the manner in which the 
Mormon Church. is recruited from abroad. This letter is believed to be pre- 
liminary to Government action forbidding vessels from landing Mormons in 
its ports, in pursuance of its obligation to prevent the immigration of lawless 


people. 

It might be supposed by people ignorant of the genius and institutions of the 
Latter-day Saints, that the news of this action on the part of the ministry of | 
the United States would create a sensation of alarm among them. Nothing 
could be further from the truth than such an idea. They view all such 
exhibitions of bigotry and intolerance with composure and serene compla- 
cency. We might even go further, and truthfully assert that they are a. 
source of rejoicing to them in place of despondency. | 3 

The Latter-day Saints, like the Saints of former ages, do not expect to be 
treated by the world and its governments with the consideration to which 
their merits entitle them ; therefore they are not disappointed. The world 
loves its own now as formerly, but hates those who are not of the world. The © 
hatred of the world, “which lieth in darkness,” was a legacy promised by the 


Savior to all who should follow him. : 
Really the news of the action of the Cabinet of the United States has its 


q ° 
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bright side to the Saints. It increases their conceptions rn the magni- 
tude of the work of God, with which they have the honor of being identified. 
It is but another evidence to them of its growing importance. It is appa- 
rently deemed sufficiently so by the United States not only for them to take 
steps for its repression, but to call upon some of the leading nations of so- 
called Christendom to lend a helping hand in the operation. The govern- 
ment of the Great Republic of America is unable single-handed to deal with 
the mammoth question which is overwhelming the nation with dread. True — 
the Saints in Utah and adjoining Territories only number say 200,000, more 
or less, whereas those who have no sympathy in common with them run up 
to something over 40,000,000. Notwithstanding this comparative numerical 
disparity, the United States are pained and fearful at the bare contemplation 
of its being lessened. In consequence of this timidity, the Great Republic 
solicits, “in the most friendly manner,” the co-operation of some of the lead- 
ing powers of Europe in preventing} additions being made to the Saints in 
Utah by proselytism abroad. ; 

One of two conclusions in reference to this matter appears inevitable ; the 
action of the Cabinet either lets the Great Republic down a few notches, or 
gives the community of Latter-day Saints a hoist. Upon re-consideration 
we are of opinion it does both. When 40,000,000 of people “call upon other 
nations” for help to prevent a community of 200,000 being increased, it is an 
indication of great comparative power on the part of the lesser number, and 
imbecility on the part of the former. This is self-evident, or the plaintive 
call for aid would not be sounded. | 

We will here introduce a passage from a modern revelation, given through 
Joseph Smith, the Seer, in 1830: “ But now I give unto thee a command- 
ment, that thou shalt baptize by water, and they shall receive the Holy Ghost 
by the laying on of hands, even as the apostles of old. And it shall come to 
pass that there shall be a great work in the land, even among the Gentiles, for 
their folly and their abominations shall be made manifest in the eyes of all 
people.” The latter portion of the quotation has a plain verification in the 
matter under consideration. The instructions vouchsafe the remarkable 
announcement of the intention of the government “to prosecute every one in 
Utah against’ whom evidence is obtainable of violating any law in this 
respect.” How very edifying this piece of news must be to the governments 
of “England, Germany, Norway, Sweden and Denmark.” With what extatic 
admiration must they gaze upon the sublime spectacle of a great republic 
suddenly assuming so virtuous a determination. Only think of it! A great 
nation is going to administer the laws passed by its national legislature. Of 
course sensible Englishmen, Germans, Norwegians, Swedes and Danes may 
try to rub the gloss off the brilliant picture by taking into consideration the 
fact that laws are made presumably to be enforced. But, away with such 
matter of fact ideas! Banish the thought of ruthlessly rubbing the varnish 
from such a noble announcement ! | 

Of course we scarcely expect to convince people who are not given to sudden 
outbursts of superfluous expressions of intention that there is not a good deal 
of folly in the declaration of the administration. But those who desire to be 
the apologists of the Republic might bring up the argument that the law 
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alluded to is one of no ordinary kind. In the first place it is really no law a 
all, being in contravention of the letter and spirit of the American Constitu- 
tion, which prohibits the passage, by Congress, of any measure hindering the 
establishment or “ free exercise” of any religion. This law, being aimed at a 
tenet of religious faith, is constitutionally void. True the Supreme Court of 
the United States of America, listening to the popular outcry, has decided the 
law is constitutional, but they know it is not. It will be seen therefore that 
the law referred to is not an ordinary one. Being unconstitutional and intol- 
erant, and the government being aware of that fact, they must keep up a 
tremendous whistling to sustain their courage in approaching a subject 
of such undoubted unrighteousness. We suppose everybody has noticed that 
a party who takes up the wrong side of a question generally makes up in 
bluster and resorting to unfair expedients what he is deficient in argument. 
To those whose minds are so constituted as to lead them to prefer sound and 
chicanery to sense and justice, this is of course attractive. While acceding ~ 
the right of such persons to entertain that preference, we must be pardoned if 
we have serious misgivings regarding their good judgment. 

A proper legal measure needs no unconstitutional means either for the 
prevention of breaches of its provisions or enforcement of its decrees. On 
the other hand, a law of an unrighteous kind will be likely to necessitate that 
kind of support. This is illustrated in the present instance. The letter to 
the American ministers abroad is believed to be “ preliminary to government 
action, forbidding vessels landing Mormons in its ports, in pursuance of its 
obligations to prevent the immigration of lawless people.” What! the Great 
Republic, the “home of the oppressed of all nations !” “The land of liberty !” 
The country which waved aloft the stars and stripes in the breeze of heaven, 
inviting Christian, Pagan, Jew and Papist to come and inhale the air of free- 
dom! Is this the nation that purposes twisting a prohibitory law from its 
proper intent and applying it as a barrier to religious freedom? Is this the 
nation that, under cover of such a flimsy and transparent subterfuge, proposes 
not only ‘to curtail the religious liberty of the citizens of her own domain, 
but also to prevent the landing of an honest, God-fearing people upon her 
shores, on religious grounds? And, only think of it, all this oppression and 
restriction is not on account of anything the “ Mormons” have done in contra- 
vention of any law, but on the supposition that they intend to do something 
of that kind in the future. Need we dilate upon the folly, injustice and con- 
temptibility of such a measure? Surely it is unnecessary to explain that it 
is as unjustifiable as to apply the decrees of the law to a person not on the 
ground of his having committed arson or any other crime, but on the pretext 
of his supposed intention of doing so some time in the future. Could incon- 
sistency go further? How has the nation fallen! At one time the bare idea 
of the application of a religious test would have been repudiated with scorn. © 
But here is one of the most hideous character, made applicable not at all to 
the practices of the avian but to his supposed religious belief or convic- 
tions. 

Zion is like “a see set on a hill” Her light must shine and her hae 
spread to every nation. The heathen may rage and the people imagine a vain 
thing, but the good and the pure of the earth will be attracted to her ensign, 
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which has been lifted to the oppressed of every clime. The measures adopted 
for her injury and the oppression of her sons and daughters will circulate the | 
report of her, and cause the righteous to investigate her claims of offering the 
light of salvation to all the world. 

“The axe has been laid at the root of the tree.” - The secret imaginations of 
the hearts of men are laid bare. Their follies and abominations are made 
manifest. The time for the contest between the two great political parties of 
the United States for the Presidency of the country is approaching. Now is 
the time for the party in power to make bold strokes of policy to increase its 
popularity. What could be more convenient than the “ Mormon” question ? 
The “ Mormons” have no friends. Their supporters are as far in the minor- © 
ity as those of the meek and lowly Nazarene and his ancient followers in their 
day. We will abuse and crush this comparatively friendless community. In 
this onslaught we will be sustained by the motley crowd of sectarian ministers 
and their howling horde of followers, who, like a pack of hungry hounds let 
loose upon the supposedly defenseless prey, reiterate the cry, from shore to 
shore, “Down with the Mormons.” A political party that will succeed in 
ostracising and even blotting out the Saints is expected to carry the presiden- 
tial campaign with celerity and ease. 

But are the Saints friendless? Their numerous deliverances from the power 
of the oppressor ; their marvelous and astounding history, answer in tones 
louder than the grand thunder of heaven, NO. He who has been their 
unfailing friend when the dark clouds of adversity have hung over them with 
threatening significance, will not fail them in the future. The God of Heaven, 
who has set his hand to gather his elect from the four quarters of the earth, is 
their Friend, and he will cause those who set snares for their feet to fall into 
the pits dug by their own hands. The gathering of the Saints will go on, 
Zion will grow and the righteous rejoice in the manifestations of the power of 
the Most High in their behalf, until He who is their great _— Master and 
Head shall come and dwell in ‘the midst of them. 


THE TIMES ON THE EMIGRATION QUESTION. 
| 


IN this issue of the Star we publish an article which appeared in the London 
Times of August 12th. It treats upon the proposed action of the administra- 
tion of the United States government in the matter of preventing further 
“ Mormon emigration.” With the exception of a few passages, in which the 
lack of correct information as to the genius and institutions of the Latter-day 
Saints is displayed, it handles the subject with considerable fairness and 
reason. 

Among the objectionable passages alluded to are where our religion is refer- 
red to as “A gross and debasing superstition,” and “An ugly phenomenon,” 
kindred in character to spiritualism. It is also insinuated that proselytes to 
the Church are made from people of imperfect intellectual and moral educa- 
tion, and that “ Mormonism” puts back “ The dial of time 2,000 years.” It 
also intimates that the Saints have not just “ Ideas on the relations of the 
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sexes.” To these animadversions we take exception. However, the Times 
itself, near the “conclusion of the article in question, unconsciously gives a 
semi-contradiction to its own derogatory comments. We refer to its enumer- 
ation of the inducements which “ Mormonism” holds out to its converts. 
Among these is “ A well ordered community.” The necessities and comforts 
of life. “A land flowing with milk and honey, where poverty is unknown and 
drunkenness is unknown, and want drives neither man to crime nor woman to 
vice.” | | 

A tree is known by its fruits, and this picture is happily true. Such a 
result as a “Well ordered community,” rejoicing in peace, contentment, 
plenty, and free from inducements to vice, could not be effected by “An ugly 
phenomenon,” by a people who “ put back the dial of time,” or who do not 
have just ideas of the relations of the sexes. This is the effect of an advanced 
system of religion and civilization. Such is the product of intelligence, moral-— 
ity and industry, for which the Latter-day Saints are conspicuous. ' The 
picture is bright, even as faintly painted by the 7Zsmes. 

“The ugly phenomenons,” “Gross and debasing superstitions,” the clashing 
babel of religious confusion, unjust and corrupt ideas and practices in connec- 
tion with the relations of the sexes, These with the reeking abominations, 
. poverty and wretchedness existing in Christendom ought to cause that mam- 
moth accumulation of inconsistencies to hide its head in confusion at the — 
progress of the Latter-day Saints in working out some of the most perplexing 
problems of the age. 

However, with the exceptions noted and perhaps a few less conspicuous 
errors, the article is very sensible, and gives the United States government a 
well-merited rap over the knuckles, because of the inconsistency of its pro- 
posed action. |

Fioops.—The Mersey, Brandon and other rivers of this country have lately 
overflowed their banks and broken through them in places, flooding the 
adjacent land. Many farm houses are surrounded by water, and numerous 
fields of small grain inundated. Near the Brandon the small occupiers are 
the principal sufferers, many of them having lost their all. So high did the 
waters rise in some localities, that pigs and calves had to be conveyed to the 
upper stories of houses, to save them from drowning. 


Not ConcLupEpD.—The lusty enthusiasm of the British about the recent 
victory of their army at Ulundi, in Zululand, is fading away. It was sup- 
posed at first that the battle was decisive, and a virtual termination of the 
war. Late indications manifest the fact that the Zulus didn’t consider them- 
selves very badly beaten, and that they are not of opinion that the fighting is 
through with, and, as a matter of course, that matter rests with them. 


DESTRUCTIVE ConFLAGRATION. —Telegraphic news from Bosnia’ brings a 
thrilling account of a terrible and disastrous fire, which completely wrecked a 
large portion of the town of Serajevo, and resulted in the loss, it is estimated, 
of 2,000 lives. The conflagration, which is supposed to have been caused by 
an explosion of spirits, broke out on the morning of Aug. 8th, and, being 

favored by a heavy wind, it gained rapid headway, until 1,000 buildings were 
utterly consumed. All efforts to stay the progress of the fires were futile.
